If a m a n wants to build a house, he

if he w ants to build a road he 
t a k e s ti shovel and digs in one place 
w hile his hired m a n digs in anoth er. 
T h e result is the mud road with which 
Ohio ha s been familiar for th e past 
h u n d r e d years.

The craft will cost when ready 
for sea about $250,000, divided into 
sixty-fourths, and there are about 20 
persons who have subscribed the sum 
necessary for her construction. 
The schooner Is designed by B. B. 
Crowninsliield, the Boston naval archi­ 
tect, who is also a shareholder, as are 
Captain Crowley, Thomas W. Lawson 
and every member of bis family and 
others in Boston. 
In point of size the 
schooner will be the largest sailing 
craft ever built in the United States, 
aud it is expected that her earnings as 
a cargo carrier will he large. 
Her 
length on deck will be 305 feet; on her 
keel, 333 feet, and at her load water 
line, 370 feet. 
The beam of this long 
vessel will be 50 feet at her widest 
point aud the depth of hold 30 feet. 
Sin* will draw 20 feet of water when 
loaded to her limit and will displace 
11,000 tons, or about the same as the 
modern battleship. 
lie r gross tonnage 
is estimated at 0,000 tons, a thousand 
more than can be carried by the six 
masters George W. Wells and Eleanor 
A. Percy. 
The spread of canvas will not be any­ 
thing great, considering the enormous 
size of the craft, but lier sails will be 
of larger total area than ever hoisted 
by a sailing vessel. 
The seven masts 
will be built of steel in the same man­ 
ner as are the hollow metal spars for 
the modern cup defenders, aud solid 
wooden topmasts will be set in the 
head of each. The height of each mast 
with its connecting topmast will be 
150 feet above decks, and the rigging 
to support these tall sticks will be of 
enormous size and great strength. 
No 
name has been selected for the last or 
seventh mast as yet. The names of the 
six running aft are: Fore, main, miz­ 
zen, spanker, jigger and driver. 
As the construction of a vessel of 
such great size will require a combina­ 
tion of great strength and not too great 
weight the entire craft will ho built of 
steel. 
Not a bit of wood will be used 
except for the cabin fittings and for 
sheathing the upper deck. The plating, 
beams, stringers and decks will be 
composed entirely of steel, and even 
the three low houses on deck will be 
built of metal. 
The thickness of the steel plates for 
the sides of the hull will vary from 
a half to nearly an Inch in thickness. 
Tho top sides, or shear strake, will he 
the thickest. 
Down the sides and oil 
the bottom the steel will measure a 
half inch through, while the bilges will 
he three-quarters of an inch thick. 
On either bilge for about half the 
length of the vessel steel bilge keels, 
firmly secured by angle Irons, will pre­ 
vent the craft from rolling too much. 
The frames of this great vessel will 
be made of steel channel bars nine 
Inches deep, and longitudinal stringers 
will be put in at frequent Intervals to 
distribute the strain. 
There will he 
three decks, but the lower one will not 
he plated, the beams and stringers be­ 
ing left open to allow the stowing of 
cargo to better advantage. On the up­ 
per or poop deck, running the entire 
length 
of 
the vessel, will be three 
houses. Iu the forward one will be the 
forecastle, engine and boller rooms. 
I he galley bouse will be built pretty 
well aft. and farther astern will be 
another engine house. 
She will be 
steered by steam, will be steam heated 
and have electric lights. A double bot­ 
tom five feet deep amidships and run­ 
ning the entire length of the keel will 
permit tile use of water for ballast 
when sailing light.

Several of tlie lending shipbuilding 
concerns on the A tlantic coast arc [ire- 
paring bids for tile construction of a 
seven m asted steel schooner, destined 
t»i be the largest and g reatest cargo 
carrying craft of th a t type ever put 
afloat, says a Huston dispatch to the 
New York Sun. This vessel is the first 
of a fleet of seven which will be con­ 
structed by a syndicate of which C ap­ 
tain J. G. Crowley, brother of the C ap­ 
tain Crowley of the six m aste r George 
W. Wells of T aunton, Mass., is the 
head. 
T he craft will cost w hen ready 
for sea about $250,000, divided into 
sixty-fourths, and there are about 20 
persons who have subscribed the sun) 
necessary for her construction. 
T h e schooner is designed by B. R. 
C rowninshleld. th e Huston naval arch i­ 
tect, who is also a shareholder, as are 
C aptain Crowley, T hom as VY. Law son 
aud every m em ber of his fam ily an d 
others in Host on. 
In point of size the 
schooner will he the largest sailing 
cra ft ever built in the United States, 
and it is expected th a t lier earnings as 
a cargo carrier will be large. 
H er 
length on deck will lie 305 feet; on her 
keel, 333 feet, an d at her load w ater 
lim*. 570 feet. 
Tile beam of this long 
vessel will he 50 feet at her widest 
point and the depth of lichi 30 feet. 
Slit* will draw 2<> feet of w ate r w hen 
loaded to lier limit an d will displace 
11,000 tous. or about the sam e as tile 
modern battleship, 
lie r gross tonnage 
is estim ated at 0,000 tons, a thousand 
more th an can be carried by the six 
m asters George W. Wells and Eleanor 
A. Percy. 
T he spread of canvas will not be a n y ­ 
thing great, considering the enorm ous 
size of th e craft, but lier sails will he 
of larger total area th an ever hoisted 
by a sailing vessel. 
T h e seven m asts 
will he built of steel in tilt* sam e m an­ 
lier as are the hollow m etal spars for 
the m odern cup defenders, an d solid 
wooden to p m asts will be set in the 
head of each. T he height of each m ast 
witli its connecting to p m ast will be 
150 feet above decks, an d th e rigging 
to support these tall sticks will he of 
enorm ous size and great strength. 
No 
nam e has been selected for the last or 
seventh m ast as yet. T h e nam es of the 
six running aft are: Fore, m ain, m iz­ 
zen, spanker, jigger and driver. 
As the construction of a vessel of 
such g reat size will require a com bina­ 
tion of great strength an d not too great 
weight the entire craft will he built of 
steel. 
Not a hit of wood will be used 
except for the cabin fittings and for 
sheathing the upper deck. The plating, 
beams, stringers and decks 
will be 
composed entirely of steel, an d even 
the three low houses on deck will he 
built of metal. 
The thickness of the steel plates for 
the sides of the hull will vary from 
a half to nearly an inch in thickness. 
Tlio top sides, or shear strake, will he 
tlic thickest. 
Down the sides aud on J 
tile bottom tile steel will m easure a 
half inch through, while the bilges will 
lie three-quarters of an inch 
thick. 
On either bilge for about Half tho 
length of the vessel steel bilge keels, 
firmly secured by angle irons, will pre­ 
vent the c ra ft from rolling too much. 
T he fram es of t Ii is great vessel will 
be made of steel channel liars nine 
inches deep, and longitudinal stringers 
will be put in at frequent intervals to 
distribute the strain. 
T here will be 
three decks, but the lower one will not 
he plated, tile beam s and stringers be­ 
ing left open to allow the stow ing of 
cargo to better advantage*. 
On the up­ 
per or poop deck, running the entire 
length 
of 
tile vessel, will be three 
houses. 
Iii the forw ard one will lie the 
forecastle, engine and boiler rooms. 
The galley house will be built pretty 
well aft, an d farth er astern will he 
another engine house. 
She will he 
steered by steam , will he steam heated 
and have electric lights. 
A double bot­ 
tom five feet deep am idships and ru n ­ 
ning tile entire length of the keel will 
perm it the use of w ate r for ballast 
when sailing light.

The supplement provides that any 
company chartered to build either an 
elevated or an underground railway 
shall have power and authority to 
build either an elevated or an u n d er 
ground 
railway, or both. over the 
route described In its charter. 
The Scott hill provides that under­ 
ground or elevated, or partly under­ 
ground and partly elevated railways 
shall he located only upon streets in 
thickly populated regions and that the 
question of necessity shall be passed 
upon by a hoard consisting 
of 
the 
governor, the secretary of the com­ 
monwealth and the attorney general, 
after 30 days’ notice, published 
as 
prescribed by the hoard. 
In public interest the Scott hill is 
of the greater importance. 
The ad­ 
vocates of the measures say both will 
go through the senate and housp in 
the shortest time allowed by the rules 
and the calendar. 


ORDINANCES INTRODUCED. 


Fourteen For New Railways Offered 
at Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia, 
Juno 
ll.—Fourteen 
ordinances were introduced in coun­ 
cils, 13 of which asked franchises for 
various street railway companies, the 
remaining one providing for the re­ 
voking of all privileges granted 
to 
companies which have not taken ad­ 
vantage of these privileges within the 
time fixed by previous ordinances. 
The franchises were for three gen­ 
eral 
classes of roads, underground, 
surface and elevated. 
The five ele­ 
vated road ordinances .each contain 
the same verbiage ana only differ 
from each other in the list of streets 
to be occupied. 
The seven surface 
ordinances are drawn in similar fash­ 
ion. 
One bill authorizes the construc­ 
tion of a subway under Broad street. 
All of the bills were introduced in 
the interest of two principal 
com­ 
panies. known as the Surface Railway 
company and the Elevated Railway 
company. 
The charters were granted by the 
state legislature last week, with the 
provision that the consent of the mu­ 
nicipality must 
he 
secured before 
they become operative.

Several of the leading shipbuilding 
concerns on the Atlantic coast are pre­ 
paring bids for the construction of a 
seven masted steel schooner, destined 
to he the largest aud greatest cargo 
carrying craft of that type ever put 
afloat, says a Boston dispatch to the 
New York Sun. This vessel is the first 
of a fleet of seven which will he con­ 
structed by a syndicate of which Cap­ 
tain .J. G. Crowley, brother of the Cap­ 
tain Crowley of the six master George 
NY. Wells of Taunton, .Mass., is the 
head. 
The craft will cost when ready 
j for sea about $250,OOO, divided into 
sixty-fourths, and there are about 20 
persons who have subscribed the sum 
necessary for her construction. 
The schooner Is designed by B. B. 
Crownlnsbield, the Boston naval archi­ 
tect, who Is also a shareholder, as are 
Captain Crowley, Thomas W. Lawson 
and every member of his family and 
others in Boston. 
In point of size the 
schooner will he the largest sailing 
craft ever built In the United States, 
aud it is expected that her earnings as 
a cargo carrier will be large. 
Her 
length on deck will be 305 feet; on her 
keel, 338 feet, and at her load w ater 
line, 370 feet. 
The beam of this long 
vessel will be 50 feet at her widest 
point aud the depth of hold 30 feet. 
She will draw 20 feet of water when 
loaded to lier limit and will displace 
11,000 tons, or about the same as the 
modern battleship. 
H er gross tonnage 
is estimated at 0,000 tons, a thousand 
more than can be carried by the six 
masters George W. Wells and Eleanor 
A. Percy.

ner as are the hollow metal spars for 
the modern cup defenders, ami solid 
woollen topmasts will be set In the 
head of each.

The plating, 
beams, stringers and decks will lie 
Composed entirely of steed, and even 
the three low houses on deck will be 
built of metal.

Supplement to Focht Bdl Introduced 


In Pennsylvania Senate— An­ 


other Measure Offered. 


Harrisburg. June ll.—A highly im­ 
portant incident o f the rapid t r a n s i t 
b gislation took place in the senate 
last, night When a s u p p l e m e n t t o the 
Focht act was introduced by S e n a t o r 
B. K. Focht. of Union, and a new bill 
was presented by Senator John 
M. 
Scott, o f Philadelphia. 
The supplement provides that any 
company chartered to build either an 
elevated or an underground railway 
shall have power ami authority to 
build either an elevated or an under­ 
ground 
railway, or both, over the 
route described in its charter. 
The Scott Dill provides that under­ 
ground or elevated, or partly under­ 
ground and partly elevated railways 
shall be located only upon streets in 
thickly populated regions and that the 
question of necessity shall be passed 
upon by a board consisting 
of 
the 
governor, the secretary of the com­ 
monwealth and the attorney general, 
after 30 days’ notice, published 
as 
prescribed by the board. 
In public interest the Scott bill is 
of the greater importance. 
The ad 
vocates of the measures say both will 
go through the senate and house in 
the shortest time allowed by the rules 
and the calendar. 


O R D IN A N C E S IN T R O D U C E D . 


Fourteen For New Railways Offered 
at Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia, 
June 
ll.—Fourteen 
ordinances were Introduced in coun­ 
cils, 13 of which asked franchises for 
various street railway companies, the 
remaining one providing for the re­ 
voking of all privileges granted 
to 
Companies which have not taken ad­ 
vantage of these privileges within the 
time fixed by previous ordinances. 
The franchises were for three gen­

they become operative.
